Grey. At 'what period, or by what process, the park became inclosed, 
it is impossible to say ; but it was closely bounded by the domtuns of the 
Percies on the one side, and by the Hibburnee on the other, the latter 
of whom had been seated there since the time of King John ; and aa 
the chief branch of the Greys always made ChilKngham their principal 
residence, until it passed into the hands of Lord OssulBton, by his mar- 
riage with the daughter and heiress of Ford Lord Grey, it is reasonable 
to suppose that, in order to secure their cattle, wild and tame, 
they had recourse to an inolosure probably at an early period. They 
have, pre-eminently, all the characteristics of wild animals, with some 
peculiai-ities that are sometimes very curious and amusing. They hide 
their young, feed in the night, basking or sleeping during the day ; — 
they are fierce when pressed, but, generally speaking, very timorous, 
moving off on the appearance of any one, even at a great distance. 
Yet, this varies very much in different seasons of the year, according 
to the nwmner in which they are approached. In sutrmier, I h*''« been 
for several weeks without getting a sight of them, — ^they, on the slight- 
est appearance of any one, retiring into a. wood, which serves them as a 
sanctuary. On the other hand, in winter, when coming down for food 
into the inner park, and being in contact with the people, they will let 
you almost come among them, particularly if on horseback. But then 
they have also a thousand peculiarities. They will be feeding some- 
times quietly, when if any one appear suddenly near them,— particu- 
larly coming down the wind, they will be struck with a sudden panic, 
and gallop ofi", running one after another, and never stopping tJU they 
get into their sanctuary. It is observable of them a,^ ^f red deer, that 
they have a peculiar faculty of taking advantage of the irregularities of 
the ground, so that on being disturbed, they may traverse the whole 
park, and yet you hardly get a sight of them. Xj^^eir usual mode of 
retreat is to get up slowly, set of m a waJk, IJien . t and seldom 
begin to gallop tiU they have put the ground betwe^ ^ou and them m 
the manner that I have described.

became aa tame as tlie domestic ox, and thrived as well as any ghott- 
homed Bteer could dd, and, in its prime, waa computed to weigh sixty- 
five stones. They are shy in summer, but tamo in winter, and will eat 
bay from a fold, although they will not taste tm^pB. Attheendof 
the last century, similar cattle existed a,t Burton Constable, Yorkshire, 
and at Dunnlary, in Dumfriesshire, bufc these are now extinct. From 
the absence of all recent notice of these animals, there appears to b© 
little doubt but that they are genuine descendants of the wild cattle of 
the ancient Caledonian forests. The author then quoted a passa^ 
from Boetius, which, allowing for a little colouring, described these 
animals very well, except in the non-existence of a mane. The cattle 
at Dunnlary had black ears, but in all other points resemble those of 
Ohillingham ; and this may be accounted for by a statement of Bewick, 
that about forty years ago some of the animals had black ears at 
Chillingham, and were shot by the keeper. On the whole, the author 
was inobned to think these animals the survivors of the Caledonian 
cattle, which undoubtedly extended through the northern provinces of 
England ; and tbat, under the protection of the owners of Chillingham, 
they had escaped the general destruction dependent on the advance- 
ment of civilization, &c. in the country. 

The author of a recent publication, entitled " Rambies in Northum- 
berland," has the following anecdote :— 

" About seven years ago, when the keepers were about to shoot a 
bull which they had ridden off from the herd, the infuriated animal 
suddenly turned upon Lord Ossulston, who was mounted on a pony, 
and after a short chase came up with him, and threvw^ both his lordship 
and the pony to the ground. The bull then reti^j-ed a few paces to 
gain the advantage of a run, but just a« he was a<i-yancing to renew 
the attack, one of the keepers fired his rifle and b*.^ught him to the 
ground. The Oountess of Tankerville was in the -j^k at the time, 
and beheld the imminent danger to which her san^*^^^^ exposed. A 
tree is now planted on the spot where the young j^ . ^f Tankerville 
had so narrow an escape."

THE CAPTIVE PRELATE. 

HE death of Biohard Kellow, bisliop of Durham, 
1 A. D, 1316, opened a wide field for ecelesiaa- 
tioalintrigue ; and four competitore for the vacant 
1 appeared, supported by powerful interesfca. 
The earl of Lancaster recommended SiB chap- 
lain, John de Kinardslee ; the earl of Hereford 
brought forward John Walwayne, a civilian ; 
and the king (Edward II.) recommended Thomas Charieton, also a, 
civilian, and keeper of the Signet. The queen, meanwhile, supported 
the interest of her kinsman, Lewis Bea.uniont, a descendant of the 
royal blood of France. The election was fixed for the feast of St. 
Leonard. The earls of Lancaster, Hereford, and Pembroke, waited 
within the church the event of the conclave ; Henry Beaumont, a 
brave and Buccesaful soldier, well known on the borders, was also there 
to support the interests of his brother ; and some of the savage nobility 
threatened, with oharacteristic violence, "if a monk were elected, to 
split his shaven crown." Surrounded by violence and intrigue, the 
electors preeervecl their purity and finnnees, and announced to the im- 
patient and irritated nobles, that their unanimous choice had fallen on 
the venerable prior of Fiuchale, Henry de Stamford, a man recom- 
mended only by the mild dignity of age and of virtue, ' 

The king, who was at York, would have readily adinitted the bishop 
elect who had been honourably chosen ; but the tears and prayers of 
a beautiful and kneeling queen, who begged the protnotion of her kins- 
man as the only favour she had ever solicited, were, irreaistable ; and 
the king, refusing to ratify the election of Stamford, -wrote to the Papal 
court, to demand the bishopric for Beaumont. D^isDairing of justice 
at home, Stamford, with three compaiuons, undertook ^painful journey 
across the Apennines ; but the royal letters far ovt^^-Li the tedious 
footsteps of age and mfimity, and Stamford, on hi^ ^^\ at B«me, 
found that pope-John XXII. had ah^y, at the j ^.„t request of the

huBbMid, a few years afterwards, fell from his horse and broke his 
neck ; and at times the widow was seized with fits of terror, which 
appeal^ to deprive her of reason. She sumved her husband several 
years, and on her death-bed cotnmunioated to a person who attended 
her the circumBtances of the pedlar^s murder, and the cause of her 
tenors. Frequently when she entered the kitchen where the deed was

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JOCK O" THE SIDE. 

FROM THB "jMlNaTKBI.aT OF TBB BCOTTISB BOEDBK." 

Tlje reality of this story reets solely upon the found&tion of tradition. 
Jock o' the side seems to have been nephew to the Lsird of Manger- 
toun, cotuun to the Laird's Jock, one of his deliverers, and prob^ly 
brother to ChrislJe of the Side, mentioned m the list of Border clans, 
1597. 

Jock o' the Side appeora to have assisted the eari of Westmoreland 
in his escape after his unfortunate insurrection with the earl of North- 
umberland, in the twelfth year of Elizabeth. The two earls went mto 
hiddeedaJe, but being opposed by Martin Elliott and others, adherents 
to the Regent of Seotland, they were compelled to fly to one of the 
AmiBtrongB, who lived, on the debateable land on the Borders between 
Liddesdale andl England, and who, to hie perpetual disgrace, ultimately 
betrayed UortJiumberland into the hands of his enemies. On their de- 
parture with their followers, they amounted to not more than fifty 
horse, and Westmoreland, that he might be unknown, changed his 
coat of plate and sword with Jock o' the Side, and departed like a 
Scottish Borderer.

FKOM " THB BBLIQUSa OF A.KCIGNT ENOLiaR POBTRT," 

HE aubjeot of this ballad is the great north- 
em insurrection in the 12tli year of Klizabeth, 
1569; which proved so fatal to Thomas Percy, 
the seventh earl of Northumberland. 

There had not long before been a secret 
n^ociation entered into between some of the 
Scottish and En^ish nobility, to bring about 
I a marriage between Mary Queen of Scots, at 
that time a piiaoner in England, and the Duke of Norfolk, a noble- 
man of excellent character and firmly attached to the protestant 
religion. This match was proposed to all the most conmderable of 
the English nobility, and among the rest to the earls of North- 
umberland and Westmoreland, two noblemen very powerful in the 
north. As it seemed to promls© a speedy and safe conclusion of 
the tronbles in Scotland, with many advantages to the crown of 
Enffland, they all cooaented to it, provided it should prove agree- 
a^ to Queen Elizabeth. The eai-1 of Leicester (Elizabeth's favour- 
ite) undertook to break the matter to her ; but before he could 
find a» opportunity, the affair had come to her ears by other hands, 
and she WW thrown into a violent flame. The duke of Norfolk, 
with several of his friends, wm committed to the tower, and aum- 
monses were sent to the northern earU instantly to make their 
noearanoe at conrt. It is said that the ear] of Northumberland, who

Mr, Ritaon in his ' Anei«nt English Songs' tells us in tui 

introduction to one of them, that there is amongst the Harleian 
MSS. a poem on Flodden, oommencing aa this does 'As I lay musing ' 
— and he also says that there is another one in the same volume 
and on the same subject, which begins '0 Rex Regum, in thy Realme 
celestial,' which had been printed in Mr. Lambe's Poems on Plodden 
Field- Now, on turning to Mr. Lambe's work, it was found that he 
had taken this last mentioned one, not from the Harleian MSS. but 
from an edition published in the year 1587, of a very rare work enti- 
tled the ' Mirror of Magistrates,' which was printed first as early as 
1527. In the Mirror, this Lamentation, which, for some reason, Mr. 
Lambe had not inserted in hi« book, may be seen prefixed to ' O Rex 
Begum ' &c. and annexed to it, by way of introduction, are the fol- 
lowing amongst other obaervations, which tend to prove that the 
Harleian MSS. was the original fr«n which they were transcribed 

into that work :

This interview, p\a\i» and homely as the matters involved therein 
were diacusaed, eapeciaVly by the miller, terminattd much more hap- 
pily than he was Ved to expect. The landlord was in the fullest sense 
of the word a good man ; and had he not felt sore at being outstripped 
time after time, by the niiller's mare, the rent of the Clock Mill 
and the adjoining enclosures, had remained unaltered. It was neither 
his wish nor will to rack or grind his tenantry ; but to know and see 
them prosperous, called forth in his bosom sensations of the most 
gratifying description, for his was a heart open to all the kindlier 
influences of our nature. His steward was like himself, a straightfor- 
ward, well meaning uian, who misrepresented nothing ; but performed 
his duty honestly between all parties, and never employed his authority 
as a means of either insulting a humble individual, or of partially ac- 
commodating one in affluent circumstances. The miller, therefore, 
stood a faJr chance of receiving liberal treatment at their hands ; and, 
accordingly, he was neither turned away, nor deemed a dishonest 
man, nor, in the way of trade, were the customary favours of either 
withdrawn ; but hie rent was immediately lowered to twenty pounds ; 
he hunted upon Bonny his gallant mare, as often and as eagerly as h© 
pleased ; and he was satisfied with taking only ^ae dishful from every 
kenning of grain that came to be put through the Clock Mill.

Such a systerj^ 
tended, in an especial degree, to the benefit of ail "ot merely in q_ 
pecuniary point of view, but by fostering all our powerful associations . 
and it afforded unlimited scope for the operation of those amiable 
and benevolent qualities wl)ich have ever constituted a most distin_ 
guishing feature of the English character. p^ jnore rests in tfc»Q 
hdnds of our land owners, by way o*" conciliating turbule"* imprea^ 
Bions and establishing peace throughout the kinedoin, than our faj- 
Bigbted lawgivers are willing to understand, j^ farmer times, when 
ir tenantry were universally treated with kindness and t^eir labour.-
